the road did an immense business, coir- 
ryiiigull the product's <A .the inlatild'em- 
pile to tidewater, eJl the freight dies- 
tln'ed for HQie mines of Idaho, eastern 
Oregon and the vast region, east of the 
Cascades. 


The days »f its glory tore departed, 


and to-dny i't is scarcely more titan two 
streaks of rust and a right of way. Its 
sole use now is 'to carry the salrn'ow 
from 'Iho fisheries along the rapids to 
the,Lower Cascades, from' which point 
they are shipped to Warrendale, so the 
load really "runs" only with the run of 
fish. Mr. Jones, who has be en employed 
on the road since it was first built, has 
entire control of it.

1'ho closing of the mints of the 
western world to tho free coinage and 
tho tleing down of tho western nations 
to the coinage of gold for their supply 
of money mado a greatly increased de- 
mand for gold, made gold denr and 
prioes low, so that when debtors ooine 
to pay their debt* they must give to 
their creditors more produce thau they 
covenanted to pay or, what is the same 
thing, pay in gold that will buy more 
of the products of men's labor than the 
gold borrowed. Aud since 1878 gold 
has bDun doubled la value and pi ices 
out in half, so that the creditor caa ex- 
act ou loana made prior to 1878 twice 
tho value loaned, that la ho can exact 
twice the valuo If such piling on of 
burdens has not 
bankrupted 
the 


debtor. 


So It is that money lending London 


has grown iu wealth iiud power with 
tho closing of the mints ot the western 
world to sliver and tho appreciation of 
gold. And at tho prospect of losing 
this power to exact tribute from the

world, the

lenders of London, clinging to this 
power, to tha inouotary system that 
has enabled them to rob their debtors, 
take alatm.

The water question is waxing warm 


and argument!) for aud against the is- 
suance ot the proposed bonds are not 
only of frequent occurrence on the 
streets, but both papers huvo opened 
thoir columns to the advocates for tho 
n»w system as well as to those desiring 
Information aud who have announced 
their opposition to tho question. 


It is bolleved that tho taxpayers, 


these huvlng largo Interests and those 
who hwe simply their homes, uru 
pretty thoroughly posted as to tho pos- 
sible advantages of tho now system aud 
tho reported shortcomings of tho old. 
Impure water, fish chowder, lack ot 
supply, arrogance, etc., are tho prin-

On Friday Councilman Ry land pi fl- 


oured a quantity of water from tKB 
spring which has been found at the 
site, where the Board of City Trustees 
are at present experimenting with a 
view of obtaining a sufficient quantity 
of water for town use, and atjMr 
Ryland's request Professor N. E. Wil- 
son, chemist at the University Experi- 
ment Station, made an analysis and, his 
report ia as followti:

Alarm and Signals Maintained 


on the Sierras by the 


Railroad Company.

It is no nioro than fair to give credit 


to whom credit is due whether It Is an 
individual, a corporation, or the Devil- 
Wit h this theory in view and t.hu* tho 
general public, especially those per- 
sons who are compelled to make fre- 
quent journeys over the Sierra Mount- 
ains by rail, may know of the care aud 
almost perfect methods iu vogue by 
the Southern FaolDc Company, to 
guard against any possible accident to 
passenger or other trains as well as to 


ivo prompt service, to ita patrons, the 
ollowing is written, believing that 
omparatlvely few of the people that 
ids through the fifty miles of tunnels 
nd snoweheds that wind in and out of 
imyous and cut deep Into the Sierras, 
now that as they proceed on their 
ournoy, every foot of this particular 
art of tho road is under the strictest 
bservution by trusted employees of 
lip company and during, their hpurs'of 
uty they never rest u moment at their 
oats.

ance to the traveling public, although 
at times a heavy loss to the company.

carelessness on the part of an employe 
n this particular division,' A separate 
crow of signal men, operators and 
watchmen, independent of the regular 
itatlou operators, track walker?, etc.,

In this department, 


whoso duties are confined exclusively 
to watchfulness and prompt action in 
case of necessity. Weeks and months 
may pass without an occasion fora call 
'or tho flre trains or a crew to remove 
uu obstruction, but nevertheless the 
men tramp to and fro over their bouts 
u tho sheds and tho signal men re- 
ceive their reports and register their 
movemants night and day, week in and 
week out .year after year. The sheds, 
reach from Truckee to Shady Bun with 
only short breaks at intervals, ' The 
distance is almost if not fully fifty 
miles and iu these will bo fjund a fire 
alurtu system us complete as can be 
soon in any city.

At these 
points, also, are the flre trains, consist- 
ing of nn engine with strong force 
pump and several tank cars which hold 
thousands of gallons of water. 


These trains ure kopt ready night and 


day to answer any alarm aad often, bo- 
foru five mlnatos havo elapsed after the 
alarm luis been turned In these trains 
uro speeding to answer the call. 


Iu addition to (his system, in the 


dry. season, when there is so much 
danger of fire, a look-out is kept day 
and night da tho top of Bed Mountain, 
u high peak uoar Cisco, from which 
evory portion of the sheds is visible. 
Here they watch carefully all forest 
and bruuh fires to give warning of their 
approach to tho sheds and also give 
warning of any firo in the shods they 
rnuy discover.

To see that these men Uo uui neglect 
thoir duty and also give tham a means 
of signaling lu case of danger is the 
object of this system. It consists of 
an electric circuit with some fifty eig- 
uul bo.Nu* situtitod about u mile apart 
throughout the sheds aud a registering 
machine for these boxes which is sit- 
uated at Cascade.

"2—If such H plant be put in, is it 


the intention of the Board to charge 
each consumer a fixed rate per mouth 
for water used, as is now done? If 
yes, can you say about how that rate 
will compare with present water rates ? 


"3—If such a plant) is established, 


how is it proposed to ultimately pay 
ofTthose bonds?" 


The establishment of a suitable and 


permanent water plant for the City of 
Reno will not, as I view it, increase the 
general tax levy for the city at all, and 
upon the contrary, there will be u eav 
ing to our citizens in the .annual ex- 
pense for water. My reasons for the 
foregoing statement are as follows : I 
believe, 
from 
onreful investigation, 


that $lclO,000 will be sufficient to give 
Eeno such a water plant as the City 
Charter contemplates, but thoald that 
amount be found insufficient, then no 
damage is done, for until a sufficient 
amount of money .-is voted, not a step 
can be taken in advance; besides the 
statutes fixes a limit beyond whiob tbe 
city cannot go, to-wit: $150,000 
So 


all this talk about the city getting itself 
loaded down with a debt of from $300,- 
000 to $500,000 is rot Intended lo de- 
ceive the public. Tf the water plan) 
can be had complete, ready for the 
consumers to connect with, for $130,000 
ae T thick It unquestionably can be, no 
additional tax will ba imposed upon 
the people, for the receipt from water 
consumers will be sufficient to pay 
running expenses and pay the interest 
annually and the bonds at maturity 
After the plant is once established 
there will not" be a great ejfpenep in 
maintaining it. 
One man, probably 


and at the most two men, can look after 
everything, including the collection 01 
the water rents, Tbo water system 
would be conducted in conjunction 
with the general city management, and 
thus the expense would bo reduced to 
u minimum. Ttie only other espeusea 
would be the Interest on the bonds and 
the payment of ths same at maturity. 
If these bonds are made .payable- in 
twenty years, the first to become dae 
after five years, tho payments for tbe 
first five years will amount to $7,800 
per annum for interest.

This festival requires elaborate prep- 


arations. Speaking tubes of dried giant 
kelp are laid under the foot of the lodge 
house BO as to terminate in the fire- 
place. When the ceremonial is in prog- 
ress the performer disappears into a 
ditch previously dug behind the fire- 
place, and then many voices are heard 
coming out of the flames—really the 
voices of persons hidden in adjoining 
rooms, who speak through th« tubes. 
Later on an image representing a ghost 
is seen to rise out of the ground, cany- 
ing the. performer. 


Cannibalism is very conspicuous in 


the myths current among these people, 
who have themselves been eaters of hu- 
man flesh up to a recent period. Indeed1, 
though the whites are supposed to have 
put a stop to such practices, it would 
seem that secret indulgence in them 
has not been wholly done away with. 


Quite a number of strange deinjms 


are worshiped as guardian spirits, 
among them a cannibal demon that 
lives on. the mountains and always is 
engaged in the pursuit of human beings 
for his table. The emoke of his chim- 
ney is the color of blood, and he has a 
female slave who gets food for him by 
catching men and collecting corpses. 
In lis 'house is a fabulous (bird with an 
immensely long beak which lives on 
the brains 'of. persons whose skulls it 
fractures with its bill.;'. Anybody who is 
so unfortunate as to encounter the can- 
nibal spirit may be transformed into a 
grizzly bear. On the other hand, if he 
dan please the demon he may obtain 
power to handle fire .without, being 
burned. :

. Aaollier -guardian' spirit is a fear- 
some warrior wlio lives in thefar north. 
He travels constantly and never leaves 
lis canoe. By obtaining his protection 
a man may become invxilnerable, or he 
miay acquire power to catch the invisi- 
ble disease demon. This demon is at all 
timtes flying about in the air in the form 
of a worin: The fortunate protege of 
the warrior spirit catching this worm 
can throw it into the body of an enemy, 
who will die at once.

These Indians wear wooden masks in 


their ceremonials. Some of them are 
of enormous size and astonishingly gro- 
tesque. The mask worn by a performer 
wh'o represents the cannibal'spirit, for 
example, is; a huge, crocodilei-like head. 
Another, representing the (bird servant 
of this spirit, is like the head of a bird 
with a. bill four feet long. By means

but it has been found that the operation 
is useless. A certain engineer has hit 
upon the rather'.wonderful idea of re- 
claiming the narrowest part of the Tar- 
tar strait, between Sag-halieii and the 
Russian mniulancV He is of the opinion 
thnt if. this is done the cold current that 
•enters tlw> Japanese sea from the Arctic 
via Behring straits, will be checked, 
nri.il the .passage of: the warmer tide 
coming from the south through the Suy- 
ah-i<ai:i s-rt-rait will make the water on 
the coasts of Japan,"ns wellasatVladis- 
vostock, warmer, a-nd the latter will be 
wiarmcr all the year-round. This scheme 
was presented to the Russian govern- 
ment for approval, and it is now en- 
gaged in its investigations. There is a 
probability of this piece of smart en- 
gineering being entered upon after the 
completion of the Siberian railway."—
